Lord Devonport spoke gravely concern- 
ing our food resources yesterday. Only 
about the supplies of meat did he show no 
anxiety. He estimated that a reduction of 
10 per cent. in the consumption of meat 
had been achieved, and, if that. be main- 
tained, there is ample provision for some 
months more, In regard to sugar there 
are two troubles, Hitherto the Sugar Com- 
mission has released enough sugar to allow 
every member of the civil population the 
Food Controller's ration, . three-quarters 
of a pound every week. Distribution, 
however, has been unsatisfactory, un- 
even, and uncertain ; and, if we may judge 
from. the general complaints, few persons 
actually get that amount. Lord Devonport 
is taking steps to correct that, and the 
inevitable committee of inquiry is to be 
appointed.

Bliss was it in that dawn to be alive; but io
